Boston, July 3.—Inquiry into the affairs 


of the Massachusetts Benefit Life Asso- 
ciation, with a view to prosecution, if 
there be sufficient ground, has been begun 
by the.district attorney's office. 


Assistant District Attorney Sughrue has 


been assigned to the work to obtain all 
the information possible with a view to 
laying it before the grand jury, which 
meets Tuesday. 


District Attorney Stevens says positively 
'If anything 
criminal 
Is discovered, 


speedy action will follow." The district 


attorney's action was prompted by a let- 
ter from Attorney general Knowlton in 
which reference was made to certain fin- 
ancial transactions of ex-officials of the 
association whereby certain funds were 
transferred. 


While specific charges could hardly be 


brought on these transfers, the district 
attorney says if an illegal deficiency is 
found there mey be ground for aotion. Ha 
also intimates that reports of the associa- 
tion from the 1890 rating to the returns 
made on death claims may also be a be.sis 
for action.

a race. 


It is true that the water conditions 


were not favorable to fast time and that 
men like Dr. Feet and other boating ex- 
perts allefj^d that it was not the piopet 
time to start a race, but it is also true 
that having once started the chances 
were certainly about equal for each crew.

As if to exhibit her prowess and her 
wonderful husbanded strength, the Cor- 
nell coxwain turned hit, boat around and 
rowed up a mile and a quarter above 
the finish to salute poor, defeated Penn- 
sylvania, and then returned to the boat- 
house. 


Th« PraccSKlon .Starts. 


There was really no race to describe 


at least not after the second mile. Dur 
ing the first three-quarters of a mil 
the contest was rather pretty. 
Penn 


sjlvania took the water first with a 
quick, jerky stroke, Columbia following 
and Cornel* hanging to the rear. 
A. 


the quarter of a mile Pennsylvania had 
a lead of one-half a length over Co 
lumbia and Columbia one-half a lengti 
over Cornell. 
Pennsylvania was, how 


ever, splashing badly, No. 7 in-particula: 
hitting the Mater 
every time on his 


feather. 
At th-e half mile Pennsylvania 


was rowing .14 and Columbia 33, while 
Cornell with her 32 stroke was decreas 
ing- the lead. 
'At the three-auarters o£ 


a mile, Pennsylvania had three-quarters 
of a length still over Cornell, who had 
pulled on beyond Columbia for about 
half a length. 
It was here that tha 


trouble seemed to begin in the Penn- 
sylvania boat. 


Just prior to the starting of the race 


the steamer Trempor of the Albany and 
JvTewburg line came down the river a; 
the boats were lined up, and although 
warned by the referee and the police 
boats would not stop. 
The swells that 


eh<e made were blown back by the south 
«ind, and the local referee, .Harris S. 
Reynolds, started the crews while the 
swells were running, though Coach Ward 
of Pennsylvania protested against start- 
ing. 
When Cornell's boat, on the out- 


side, hit them they were long swells and 
the shart boat cut them in two, con- 
verting them into a choppy sea, so that 
•when they hit Pennsylvania's shell they 
swashed over the side. 


It waa here that Cornell's clever row- 


Ing was in evidence, for while the beauti- 
ful form of that crew kept the oars from 
touching those swells during the feather, 
the Pennsylvania oars hit them with so 
much force as to throw part of them 
into the boat. 
By the time the crews 


had reached the mile and a quarter, the 
Pennsylvania boat was lumbering aloqg 
filled almost to the gunwales, but the 
men continued bravely pulling, although 
falling far behind Columbia, who in row- 
Ing inshore to avoid the swells, had lost 
considerable distance to Cornell. From 
a mile and a half down the ludicrous 
procession began. 


Cornell's boat went along: against the 


head wind as if it had wings, while Co- 
lumbia's crew pulled along violently, 
losing nearly a length In every quarter 
of a mile. Pennsylvania splashed along 
slowly going to the rear until the two 
mile and a quarter point was reached 
when Coach Ward came around in the 
Ben Franklin and took them aboard.

From that time on the race practically 


lost its interest to the thousands of peo- 
ple along the shore. Cornell's rythmical 
32 swing carried it along at an excellent 
pace, although the,shell had taken in 
Home water, while Columbia rowed at 
33, but with Indomitable pluck struggled 
along to catch her with a precision that 
was exasperating. 
The Cornellians 


drew away from the Columbia boat until 
at the. bridge there was at least 10 boat 
lengths between them.
